1. (U) Action requested: None, for your information only. 


(U) Background: As you are aware the HPSCI has the 
duiteoten of producing one annual unclassified report to the rest 
of Congress on its activities during the preceding year. While 
this report would normally be produced in December, the 
Committee opted to produce this, its first annual report, prior 
to the close of session. 


A copy of the annual report is attached and I recommend 
the first twenty-four pages of it to you for reading. The remaining 
forty-eight pages consist of a glossary of terms used within the 
Intelligence Community. 


While there is nothing startling or really new within the report, 
it does call to the reader's attention several areas of concern to the 
Committee, such as: the need to improve estimating, forecasting 
and trend analysis reporting; the need to more efficiently identify 
gaps in and take steps to satisfy requirements for collection or 
analysis; the need to assess what sort of charter legislation the 
Committee should recommend to the full House; the degree to which 
the DCI's authority over the budget of national programs may be 
inadequate for him to provide central control and guard against 
unnecessary duplication; and the degree to which existing Executive 
Branch guidelines may or may not be too restrictive. 
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The report touches on the method of dealing with Covert 
Action programs, the need for secrecy legislation, the present 
poor climate for the creation of a joint oversight committee, 
and the decision not to disclose the intelligence budget in 
the authorization process, The Committee also noted that "not 
enough is being done in the management of the human source 
intelligence collection programs to determine their cost effectiveness 
compared to technical collection systems. a 


The Committee also noted that the CIA has more suneherade 
positions than all of the other intelligence agencies put together 
and expressed concern about this "drastic imbalance," 


One last quote from the report: "In sum, the Executive Branch 
is much better organized at present than ever before to conduct its 
own oversight over intelligence and intelligence-related activities. 
The Congress however, must continue to bear a considerable burden 


in this area," 


As you will note, the report was hastily put together and 
there are some inaccuracies init, but none that are particularly 
troublesome to us or the rest of the Community. I also want to 
note that the publication was not shown to us in draft, nor were 
we consulted during its
